47. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 43, wherein the heterologous polypeptide 
comprises a sequence identical to at least eight consecutive amino acids of a protein of a human 
virus. 



48. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 47, wherein the human virus is HPV. 
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49. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 48, wherein the heterologous polypeptide 
comprises HPV16E7. 

50. (Original) A fusion protein comprising (i) a Hsp40 protein or a fragment thereof 
at least eight amino acid residues in length, and (ii) a heterologous polypeptide at least eight 
amino acids in length. 

5 1 . (Original) The fusion protein of claim 50, comprising a Hsp40 protein. 

52. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 5 1 , wherein the Hsp40 protein is a 
mycobacterial protein. 

53. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 52, comprising the Mycobacterium 
tuberculosis Hsp40 protein. 

54. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 50, wherein the heterologous polypeptide 
comprises a sequence identical to at least eight consecutive amino acids of a protein of a human 
virus. 

55. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 54, wherein the human virus is HPV. 

56. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 55, wherein the heterologous polypeptide 
comprises HPV16 E7. 

57. (Original) A fusion protein comprising (i) a Hsp7 1 protein or a fragment thereof 
at least eight amino acid residues in length, and (ii) a heterologous polypeptide at least eight 
amino acids in length. 
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58. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 57, comprising a Hsp71 protein. 

59. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 58, wherein the Hsp71 protein is a 
mycobacterial protein. 

60. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 59, comprising the Mycobacterium 
tuberculosis Hsp71 protein. 

61. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 57, wherein the heterologous polypeptide 
comprises a sequence identical to at least eight consecutive amino acids of a protein of a human 
virus. 

62. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 61, wherein the himian virus is HPV. 

63. (Original) The fusion protein of claim 62, wherein the heterologous polypeptide 
comprises HPV16E7.
